NEGRO WAITER FATALLY SHOT 


BY AN IMPATIENT BOARDER 


Press Newton Was Offended Because Other Boarders 


Were Served First—Negro Made An Impu- 


dent Answer. 


Press Newton, aged 30 years, a civil 
engineer, boarding at 220 Peachtree 
street, shot Jim Thomas a negro wait- 
er, through the abdomen yesterday 
afternoon shortly after 1 o'clock, 
Thomas was carried to the Grady hos- 
pital where an operation was perform- 
ed upon him.

“I heard Mr. New@n itn the kitch?2n,” 
said he, “angrily speaking to Thomas 
and complaining that some physicfaas 
had been served with dinner before 
him. Thomas replied that the doctors 
were in a hurry to leave, and he had 
been ordered to serve them first.

General Meyer is of the opinion ahat it 
is detrimental to the welfare of “young 
America”” to emply him as a special 
delivery messenger in the poetal service 
anj has issued an orde r to the effect that 
a Vacancy occure in the foree 
delivery messengers the po- 
sition «hall not be filled and that sub- 
stitute letter carners and clerks shall 
be employed to effect special delivery. 

He states that these mes#enger boys 
upon frequently to visit low 
resorts, and are often compelled to travel 
long distances at night in lonely out- 
living sections of the great cities, failing 
to make delieveriea at times through 
fear or weariness. The object of the 
order is to bring about a gradual dis- 
continuance of the services of these ju- 
venile messengers. Special delivery 
messenzrers have been enwployed since 
1885 and there now are 2,505 engaged at 
819 postoffices. 

In New York substitute carriers have 
delivered all special delivery matter for 
a number of years, and in Boston only 
thirty-seven boys afte employed.

“Happy Ever Afterward.” 


What man or woman likes to follow 
the adventures ang misadventures of 
people whe seem more or liess real 
through the pages of a novel or a short 
story, enduring with them the day 
when the cruel sheriff levies on the 
best suit of furniture, or rejoicing with 
them when the wine of life is of the 
most sparkling ané uplifting vintage 
—only te be brought up with a short 
jerk at the end by a conclusion that 


borders on tragedy or at Py sags mecamsaien 


disappointment? 

The majority cf us ae much rather 
sigh with a cemfortable satisfaction at 
the spectacie ef the villain getting his 
just deserts, and the hero and heroine 
living “happily ever afterward,’ wheth- 
er on Brussels carpets and mocking- 
birds’ tongues, or cornbeef and cabbage 
and furniture paid for on the install- 
ment plan. 

Which draws attention to the fact 
that in our fiction and our plays we 
yearn for two viewpoints: The treat- 
ment of things we get in life, and which 
hold loved, or at least familiar, asso- 
ciations for us; and the treatment of 
things we do not get fn life, the things 
for which we are always atriving, of 
which we are generally dreaming and 
at the absence of which we sometimes 
protest inwardly, with a sort 
sionate, pitiful wonder that the set- 
tings on the stage of life cannot be ad- 
justed at our behest. 

That is what makes the “nappy ever 
afterward” ending particuiariy popular, 
though it is grotesquely untrue to life 
almost as frequently as it is opposed 
to the highest artistic effect. 


Reading Aloud. 


Are we becoming literary hermits, 
“dogs that go away with a bone to 
gloat over and digest it in private, 
snarling if interrupted,” as The New 
York Times suggests? 

It is to be feared that the indictment 
is qualifiedly true. The ancient, honor- 
able and sometimes boring custom of 
reading aloud to a circle of more or 
less charmed listeners, is rapidly pass- 
ing into what Mr. Cleveland called in- 
nocuous desuetude. 

The facts that the practice was, un- 
questionably, sometimes boring, and 
that the listeners were, as a rule, not 
as charmed as the chief performer 
flattered himself they were, may large- 
ly explain the decay of what is un- 
deniably an excellent educational and 
social resource, while pointing the way 
to its resurrection. 

As we become more highly educated, 
we grow more exacting, discriminate 
and individual itn our literary tastes 
and leanings. If our interest is tobe 
held, there must be a sympathy of 
tastes between people who constitute 
a reading circle. Too often, the pref- 
erence of one or two members rules. 
Thus it frequently happens that the 
cheerful reader is tickling his own ears 
with his mellifluous accentg as he 
struggles through Ibsen, while many of 
his audience, feigning rapture, are real- 
ly hankering for a turn at Jane Aus- 
ten, or—shall we whisper it?—Elinor 


Lack of the foresight we use in the 
ordinery affairs of life has killed in- 
numerable reading clubs, not to men- 
tion the rude breaking up of many a 
home circle, where the young men did 
not rhapsodize over Glory Quayle and 
the young women thought Kipling too 
much of a frump or a prig. 


“Narcissus” and Literary Doctors. 


If you can get the critics to disagree 
about your book, provided they do so 
with necessary violence and recrimina- 
tion, you are pretty apt to be soon in 
that happy state when you command 
the blandest smile of the leading bank- 
er in your vicinity. 

We hope a case in point will prove 
to be “The Wife of Narcissus,” written 
by Annulet Andrews (Mrs. J. K. Ohl) 
and reviewed last week In these col- 
umns. 

The New York Times, which is very 
hard to please in the literary way, 
finds the book frankly impossible. “It 
is difficult,” says the reviewer of that 
journal, “to judge such a book serious- 
ly. Its s@rained phraseology would be 
an affront to the intelligence and taste 
of an English speaking public, if it 
were not so patently absurd.” 

Which, as the expressive small boy 
would remark, is “goin’ some.” 

The New York Sun which, on the oth- 
er hand, is also possessed of pronounc- 
ed literary views and which sacredly 
cherishes rather rigid canons, finds 
something good in the book, after all. 
It is true that The Sun does not take 
the book seriously. It indulges in a 
quiet smile at overdone metaphors and 
descriptions that are more unique than 
convincing. But it concludes with the 
candid confession that, despite these 
flaws, the tale is extremely “readable.” 
And we ask little more, nowadays, of 
this class of fiction. 

What was said in these columns last 
week was perfectly accurate. The sto- 
Yyv does, undeniably, depict certain as- 
pects of Bohemian New York and of the 
artistic temperament, in a style that is 
fascinating, and that pleases the more 
for the fact that it is not hopelessly 
commonplace and usual.

An Interesting Novel With a Paur- 
pose. 


PATTY OF THE PALMS. By Adam C. 
Haeselbarth. We have had such a flood 
of novels with a purpose that the title 
is apt to put into a mood the very 
opposite of receptive. 

“Patty” is the proving exception. It 
is, primarily, a very sweet and a very 
well toldelove story. It is, second, an 
effort to show American people, in 
Sugar-coated form, the status of the in- 
habitants and of administration in Porto 
Rico, to the end that they may judge 
whether or not the little island thrown 
in by Spain to complete the bargain is 
worthy of citizenship. 

The reader must be left to draw his 
own conclusiong as to the latter. Much 
depends upon the individual viewpoint 
and upon the affillations which the 
casual student brings with him to a pe- 
rusal of the tale. 

The story itself, however, has a very 
definite charm. which is sufficient to 
justify itg writing and which ought to 
insure igs success. The little gem of 
an island, swimming in the verdure of 
tropic latitudes and with a climate that 
makes it all but an earthly paradise, is 
brought before the eye of the mind with 
a vividnesg no less than startling. The 
people, too, their habits, customs and 
traditions, of which we really know so 
litle, are put before us deftly and with 
a touch that is blended of shrewdness 
and sympathy. 

Add to these ingredients a girl import- 
ed fresh from the environment of a 
throbbing American city, a girl infinitely 
lovable, as two antagonistic young men 
found out to their absorbed interest, 
deal settings and a sensible restraint 
in writing, and you have a pretty story 
which needs no defense and which wil! 
make as many sincere friends as did 
the girl herself. (The Kenny Publishing

An Unprissy Priscilla.

8S. Field. If you were ever in love with 
a girl who kept you dangling between 
the heaven of requited affection and— 
er, the other place—of doubt and striving 
competitors, you will haul down your 
flag to ‘‘Priscilla” and spend a very 
pleasant hour in her company.

It 
would be unfair to Mvulge the means 
by which he sweeps the coquetting 
Priscilla off her feet and gets those 
dainty Httle items on the deck of an 
cutgoing European steamer. 

He does so, however, and the reader 
is left with an emotion that mingles 
admiration and something very like 
warm human sympathy.

DELIGHT. By Gertrude Smith. Here 
is another novel with a purpose. The 
purpose, this time, is to inculcate the 
doctrines of Christian Science, to com- 
bat some of the prevalent theories 
concerning that religion and to demon- 
strate its power for healing. 

‘“Delight’’ is a little girl who was 
once thought to be incurably tll. She 
is a sweet, girlish little girl and you 
can’t help liking her.

You learn to care for them, also. 

Whether or not you agree with the 
teachings which run throughout the 
book, you enjoy the story itself.

Lafcadio Hearn, of all the men whose 
works has charmed the current genera- 
tion, was subject to moods that colored 
hig work, and that sometimes, by tying 
fast his pen, openeg the door to the wolf 
with one hand and frightened away dol- 
lars with the other. 

In one of the letters written a short 
time before his death, he said, ‘‘Literary 
success of any enduring kind is made 
only by refusing to do awhat publishers 
want, by, refusing to write what the 
publig Aints, by refusing to accept any 
pagar standard, by refusing to’* write 
anything to order.” 

This was intensely true of Hearn. Need 
Sid not sharpen his genius and an out- 
line from a publisher was likelier to 
drive him tnto a retirement which re- 
fused further negotiations. 

Yet here are some of the men, many 
of them on a higher plane than Hearn, 
who have done good and enduring, or 
at least. more conspicuous work than 
Hearn, under financial stress, often with 
the sole purpose of relieving that stress: 

Mark Twain, Tolsto!l in his earlier 
years, Walter Scott, Dumas, Dickens, 
Johnson, Bernard Shaw and even—once 
or twice—Nathaniel Hawthorne.

On Short Line Basis. 

In his letter to President Finley, 
Chairntan McLendon sald the present 
rate from Atlanta to Savannah via the 
Central was $7.38 on a 2 !-2 cent 
basis. while that via the Southern and 
Atlantic Coast Line, on a 2-cent basis 
would be $5.84.

Atlanta Utility Company Will Pa 
Fifty Centsen $31,000, 


JUDGE ELLIS SIGNS ORDER

Receivers of Neal Bank Were Con- 
vineed It Weuld He Unwise Move 
to Force Company Into Bank-~ 
ruptcy as It Would En- 
danger Other Claims. 


An order directing the Central Bank 
and Trust Corpporation to accept fifty 
cents on the dollar on the $31,000 debt 
, of the Atlanta Utility Company to the 
| Neal Bank has been signed by Judge 
Ellis on the petition of Candlers, 
Thompson & Hirsch, attorneys for the 
r iver. 

It is believed that this is a wise move 
land that it is| the maximum amount 
| that could be realized from the debt 


j 
notes. 


In the petition the receivers 
state that they are convinced that if 
the company were forced into bank- 
duptcy they would lose a large portion 
of the indebtedness and would be un- 
able to collect other relative claims. 

The Neal Bank has in its own right 
$16,000 of the capital stock, turned over 
by E. H. Thornton to the receivers, and 
™m all they hold one-third of the stock 
of the company. It is said that the 
business of the Atlanta Utility Compa- 
ny will develop and it !s belleved the 
Central Bank will eventually have its 
stock on a paying basis. Business op- 
erations of the company, as a matter of 
course, will be continued. 

Of the notes for the debt, 
ceivers hold $38,000 worth. The Atlan- 
ta Clearing House association has two 
for $12,500. These were pledged by 
the Neal Bank. One note for $8,000 was 
pledged to the Manhattan Company of 
New York to secure a Neal loan and the 
Fourth National Bank of New York 
holds one note for $7,500 as collateral. 

The receiver further shows that it 
holds a note against W. D. Nash for 
$1,825, one note for $5,000 against H. 
B. Davis, and one against J. C. Geb- 
hart for $2,516, all of them secured 
by Atlanta Utility Works capital stock. 
The receiver declares that these are as 
good as gold and will be collected dol- 
lar for dallor. The Nash note was hy- 
pothecated by the Neal Bank with the 
Fourth National of New York as col- 
lateral and the Davis note with the 
clearing house to secure the certificate 
issue. Nash has a deposit of $212.1! 
and Davis $333.46. These will be cred- 
ited on the notes and the order allows 
the renewal of the notes on good secur- 
ity. 

The order sets forth that a pro rata 
part of the amount due on the $12,500 
held by the clearing house be retained 
in lfen until the notes are surrendered 
and that the trustees make no discount 
except to the credit of the Neal Bank. 
Each party holding any of the noteg 
will get a pro rata sRare of the re- 
ceipts.
